LIMA,  Nov  22— The  provUlonal 
military  cabinet,  foRaad  August  27 
by  President  Luis  M.  SandMa  Oerro, 
following  upon  a  ravelutlon  which 
deposed  Augueto  B.  Legula,  re- 
aigned  last  night. 

Aa  official  communique  said  the 
ministers  quit  because  they  merely 
desired  to  give  the  President  a  free 
hand  in  selecting  new  a.ssistKnt.s, 
now  that  the  country  Is  on  the  re- 
turn to  normalcy,  but  «ntirely  dif- 
ferent versions  were  lieard  outside.

Quota  and  import  boards  have  been  suggested 
by  the  iiainsuy  MacDonald  Oovernment  with 
the  specific  intention  of  bolstering  up  the  wheat 
IIMtlieliJ  of  Great  Britain.  Incidentally,  of 
cour.se,  such  boards  might  prove  of  benefit  to  the 
rei>t  uf  Uie  Empire,  but  there  Is  Indeflnlteness 
about  the  propoeal  and  it  is  small  wonder  that 
no  derision  was  reached.  From  the  BrlUsli  stand- 
point It  is  not  clear  that  much  would  be  gained 
by  a  quota  .system  In  fostering  what  li  a  dying 
industry  Wheat  production  In  Oreat  Britain 
is  deciininK,  as  is  pointed  out  in  suoclDCt  fashion 
by  Major  H.  L.  Vktlwa  TiM  MMtOA  kSd  Alb- 
enaum     He  .says- 

"The  land  under  wheat  In  England  and  Wales 
Is  now  only  1.340,000  acres.  By  IWl  It  will  be 
around  the  million  mark.  Even  before  the  war 
acreage  had  been  declining.  In  1913  It  was  1,- 
701.000  acres,  in  1923,  after  the  abnormal  period 
from  1914  to  192$.  it  again  reached  this  level, 
being  i.740,uou  acres,  and  has  continued  to  de- 
(  rease  ever  since.  The  value  of  Uie  wheat  crop 
in  1925  1926  wa.s  £12.070.000.  while  the  value  of 
ail  larm  produce  sold  off  tlie  farms,  etc..  was 
£234.100.000.  Wheat  thus  formed  »  4  per  ( ent  of 
the  total  Amonp  farm  crops  the  lowly  potato 
was  almost  equal  in  value  to  wheat.  The  fact 
It  tliat  wheat  playi  a  Ytry  minor  part  in  the 
agrlcultttral  budget;  according  to  the  estimate 
made,  wheat  contributed  a  mere  iM  ptr  com, 
and  pn^bly  tren  lesa  of  the  totgl  f»hit  of  th« 
lilkii^mwl  output  in  1929-1»$0-"
